osophy Department. Mr. Fulton had

At" the very outset of his talk, the 
speaker pointed out the diBlculties of 
dealing Srith a subject like the one 
under discussion; philosophy, he stat- 
ed, cannot be pointed to, one cannot 
lay his finger on something and say 
"This Is philosophy." Moreover, one 

cannot stale definitely whether phil- 
osophy is one thing, or an aggregate 
of theories. The reason for this com- 
plex situation Is that each philosopher 
has his own peculiarly characteristic 
philosophy. 

FhUosophtcal Attitude 
The philosophical attitude in the 
opinion of the speaker Is one In which 
the philosopher takes a disinterested 
view, a view in which he tries to place 
himself In the hands of the argu- 
ment; he must be Impersonal. Be- 
sides this, he must have the Inquisi- 
tive view. 

As to what kind of questions philos- 
ophy : answers, the speaker thought 
that it deals with ult'mate things, 
questions lying beyond the realm of 
science. Philosophy, In his estimation. 
Is not divorced from everyday life; 
the world of the philosophers Is the 
'llW'f we live 'n, and philosophy deals 

wîth what makes up life.

Lucien Romier, well-known speaker 
wdj^v^lter,;^ lectured lMtin lg h t. at the 
Rltz''^ Càrît»n Hotel "^aSfraSfopening 
meeting of L'Alliance Française. The 
topic of.Mr. Romler's talk was "Politi- 
cal Parties In France'!!- î^,':»,:^).,. 

A political machine, as understood In 
England oir United States is unheard 
of in Prance. Organization Is practic- 
ally non-existent. Roughly speak- 
ing there- are two great, political 
divisions; rlgtit and ^ left. The 
cleavage between the two is very hard 
to define. In general the areas popu- 
lated with peasants and agricultural 
workers are conservative while those 
areas where small landowners and mid- 
dle class predominate arc radical.' 

The matter of greater Importance to 
the average Frenchman is that of 
equality and erpedally equality for 
educational ■ opportunities. For this 
the electorate has fought !; valiantly. 
When the prestige of thé nation abftad 
Is a^t. stake the different H>arties agree 
singularly and squabbles at home are 
quickly suppressed.
